In such evil days as we are living, we 
certainly need to watch as well as pray. 
The more worldly, carnal, unsaved, and 
deceived people we receive into the 
Church, naturally, the weaker the 
Church will become. 


Why, where, when, and how are such 
getting into the Church? Follow up 
many evangelists and some pastors, too, 
and you'll learn. Many of the big re- 
ports where dozens and dozens are re- 
ported saved and blessed, and numbers 
joined the church, you may do well to 
find, sometimes, one-tenth of the number 
reported standing true. It’s great to give 
a great report, providing it’s true; but 
a false report is worse than no report. 

Often you may notice the pastor or 


evangelist standing around the altar 
with book and pencil, counting con- 
verts, and many times those counted 


are such as come to the altar by per- 
sonal persuading, with shallow convic- 
tion, and but few or no tears, then are 
encouraged to rise up and “don’t allow 
the enemy to cheat you out of your tes- 
timony in saying you are saved.” Other 
blessings are counted in like manner un- 
til a great report is announced. We have 
also heard of the evangelist going down 
and personally prevailing with the folks 
to join the church. Oh, such a mistake! 
I think it’s almost to be considered a 
crime to fool people and have them 
claim experiences they have never re-

The White Throne Judgment 


‘And I saw a great white throne, and 
him that sat on it, from whose face the 
earth and the heaven fled away; and 
there was found no place for them. And 
I saw the dead, small and great, stand 
before God; and the books were opened: 
and another book was opened, which is 
the book of life: and the dead were 
judged out of those things which were 
written in the books, according to their 
works. And the sea gave up the dead 
which were in it; and death and hell de- 
livered up the dead which were in them: 
and they were judged every man accord- 
ing to their works. And death and hell 
were cast into the lake of fire. This is 
the second death. And whosoever was not 
found written in the book of life was 
cast into the lake of fire,’ Rev. 20:11- 
13. 

In our last article we wrote on the 
Kingdom Judgment. There was no 
books opened at this judgment and there 
was no resurrection. It was the judgment 
of the nations that were gathered at 


Jerusalem and when Jesus descended on 
the clouds of heaven, Rev. 19:11-16, 
His appearance brought consternation 
to these nations. After He had de- 
stroyed them with the brightness of His 
coming, or caused them to destroy one 
another, He led them into the valley of 
judgment and there separated them one 
from another as a shepherd divideth his 
sheep from the goats. This place is on 
the mount of Olives as Zech. 14:4, 5 
tells us. The resurrection of the right- 
eous has already taken place and they 
have already received their crowns. This 
was the first judgment that I wrote 
about and it takes place somewhere in 
the heavens. The resurrection of the just 
is mentioned in Luke 14:13, 14. If you 
will re-read my first article on the judg- 
ments you will find this clearly set 
forth. I Thess. 4:13-16 and 1 Cor. 15: 
20-25; 51-53 set forth clearly the first 
resurrection and the glory that the 
bodies of those resurrected shall receive. 

There are seven years of tribulation 
after the first resurrection and the first 
judgment. See Daniel’s vision (Dan. 9: 
20-27). Verse 27 gives us exactly how 
many years the tribulation will be. Dur- 
ing this seven years the beast will wield 
his awful powers over all those who 
are left on the earth. 


And I saw thrones, and they that sat 
upon them, and judgment was given un- 
to them: and I saw the souls of them 
that were beheaded for the witness of 
Jesus, and for the word of God, and 
which had not worshipped the beast, 
neither his image, neither had received 
his mark upon their foreheads, or in 
their hands; and they lived and reigned 
with Christ a thousand years. But the 
rest of the dead lived not again until the 
thousand years were finished. This is the 
first resurrection. Blessed and holy is he 
that hath part in the first resurrection: 
on such the second death hath no power, 
but they shall be priests of God and of 
Christ, and shall reign with him a thou- 
sand years,” Rev. 20:4-6. 


The first part of verse 4 refers to the 
judgment thrones during the thousand 
years. “And Jesus said unto them, Verily

I say unto you, That ye which have fol- 
lowed me, in the regeneration when the 
Son of man shall sit in the throne of his 
glory, ye also shall sit upon twelve 
thrones, judging the twelve tribes of Is- 
rael,” Matt. 19:28. This was a promise 
that Jesus gave His disciples who had 
forsaken all to follow Him, and this will 
take place during the millennium. The 
latter part of verse 4 refers to the tribu- 
lation saints who were slain during the 
last three and a half years of the tribu- 
lation. The beast at this time will force 
every one to take a mark or they will 
not be able to buy and sell. All those 
who refuse to receive this mark will be 
slain, Rev. 13:16, 17. 

Verse 5 refers to all who did not merit 
a resurrection when Christ came to take 
away the saints, and it says, “the rest of 
the dead,” that is all the dead that were 
not resurrected in the first resurrection, 
and they are not resurrected until after 
the thousand years. They are the ones 
who come up at the white throne judg- 
ment. 

Verse 6 refers to the blessed and holy 
that have part in the first resurrection, 
or the main harvest. The tribulatioa 
saints who died during the seven years’ 
tribulation are called the gleanings of 
the harvest, and the resurrection of the 
righteous will not be complete until the 
tribulation saints are resurrected. Just 
at what time during the tribulation they 
are resurrected the Bible does not tell us. 
In my opinion they come up when the 
two prophets, who are sent forth to 
preach the everlasting gospel during this 
tribulation week, go up. Rev. 11:3-12. 
Tribulation saints are the ones _ spok- 
en of in Revelation 15: 2-4, “And 
I saw as it were a sea of glass mingled 
with fire: and them that had gotten the 
victory over the beast, and over his 
image, and over his mark, and over the 
number of his name, stand on the sea 
of glass, having the harps of God. And 
they sing the song of Moses the servant 
of God, and the song of the Lamb, say- 
ing, Great and marvellous are thy works, 
Lord God Almighty; just and true are 
thy ways, thou King of saints. Who shall 
not fear thte,O Lord, and glorify thy 
name? for thou only art holy: for all 
nations shall come and worship before 
thee; for thy judgments are made mani- 
fest.” I am sure these are the tribulation 
saints who got victory over the _ beast 
and the number of his name. We can 
see that this is a different company from 
those that were resurrected and caught 
up with Jesus in 1 Thess. 4:13-16. This 
is the crowd that sang, “Redeemed, Re- 
deemed,” and they knew what it was to 
suffer persecution and_ they certainly 
knew how to sing the song of redemp- 
tion. Just before Jesus starts from heav- 
en with all the host of heaven with 
Him, to reign a thousand years, these

Results of Unbelief 


Unbelief on the surface seems a small 
matter. It does not bear the earmarks 
of vileness and immorality. Lying, ha- 
tred, disobedience and outbroken sin of 
any kind wears a worse face. But unbe- 
lief is worse than all these for none of 
them could exist if unbelief and rejec- 
tion of Jesus did not open their way. 


1. Unbelief is damning. To be damned 
you need to do more than refuse to be- 
lieve the promises and provisions Jesus 
has made for your soul’s salvation. “He 
that believeth not shall be damned.” 
Here is a man who is moral, a good citi- 
zen, a friendly neighbor, honest in busi- 
ness, industrious, kind and _ good to his 
family, but his unbelief shuts him out 
of the kingdom and from the presence 
of the saints, angels, and God forever. 

2. Unbelief in a Christian is said to be 
a cause for “departing from the living 
God.” Heb. 3:12. How many Christians 
have “weak faith,” how many fail, or 
make “shipwreck” of faith entirely. It 
is then that unbelief does its deadly 
work. Sometimes a minister or layman 
has fallen into sin. His friends say he 
had a weakness at that particular point. 
But the truth is that his faith failed at 
a point further back than that outbrok- 
en sin. Jesus prayed for Peter that his 
faith might not fail—it was the failing 
of his faith that came first, then he 
cursed and denied his Lord. (Joshua 18.) 

3. Notice the expression “an evil heart 
of unbelief.” Heb. 3:12. All moral ac- 
tions originate in the heart. “With the 
heart man believeth unto righteousness” 
(Rom. 10:10). And with the heart he 
disbelieves, but why does the sinner not 
believe? Because he does not purpose to 
do so. And for the same reason the Chris- 
tian, who falls into sin, does not con- 
tinue to believe. A Christian must of 
his own accord give up his hold on 
Christ by faith, before he commits sin 
and goes from God. When you consider 
your steps away from God and in the 
path of sin, look back to the place where 
you let go of God’s promises and unbe- 
lief entered your heart. 

4. Unbelief in the hearts of the peo- 
ple is a great barrier to the progress of 
the gospel. Right in the town where Je- 
sus spent His childhood it is said that 
“he did not many mighty works there 
because of their unbelief,” Matt. 13:58. 
We are usually made to understand that 
the drinking class, or some outstanding 
sinners form the great hindrance to the 
progress of the gospel in the communi- 


ty. But it is not always so. 

5. We are usually amazed at the ter- 
rible sinfulness of the people about us, 
things happening that seem so outrag- 
eous and beyond our imagination. No 
doubt Jesus saw sins that were outland- 
ish and horrid in the extreme, but look 
at His surprise, “And he marvelled be- 
cause of their unbelief,” Mark 6:6. 


6. According to Paul in 1 Tim. 1:13, 
ignorance and unbelief go together. It is 
certain that millions of unbelievers have 
become believers when the light of 
truth—the gospel—shined unto them. 
And it is equally true that when believ- 
ers get into doubts, disbelieve, and turn 
away from God, they walk again in ig- 
norance and unbelief that is worse than 
those who have never believed. 

7. In Heb. 4:11 is a warning against 
falling into unbelief, and failing to en- 
ter into the glorious rest provided. Is- 
rael is given as an “example of unbelief.” 
God had provided and promised to them 
a chosen and goodly land, “flowing with 
milk and honey.” He released them from 
their Egyptian bondage and was leading 
them to that land. But they rebelled, 
grieved the Lord, and committed many 
sins. Only two men of them that were 
past twenty years of age when they left 
Egypt ever reached the “‘promised land.” 
The reason given for their failure to 
get into that land was their unbelief. 
Heb. 3:19. Then we are exhorted to be- 
lieve, lest we come short of the glory 
of God. It is the gospel that we are to 
believe, and all of it, the words of the 
Lord, in them are all the truths “that 
pertain unto life and godliness.” “But 
the word of the Lord endureth for ever. 
And this is the word which by the gos- 
pel is preached unto you.” 1 Peter 1: 
23.

Works 
apart from faith are nothing. A “bless- 
ing” with no faith is not a blessing at 
all. Some say, “I'll take the blessing by 
faith.” This may mean they do not have 
it all. Or, “I’m standing on dry faith.” 
If faith be alone, dry or dead, it is all 
the same. You say, “Then shall I not 
step out by faith?” Certainly, but re- 
member and expect that real faith is 
never alone, when it lightens it thun- 
ders. When you turn on the switch the 
light shines, the motor starts. 


“THE OBEDIENCE OF FAITH” 

This expression is found in Rom. 16: 
26, and in Acts 6:7, “A great company 
of the priests were obedient to the 
faith.” Faith and obedience go together. 
They are never separated. No man could 
believe on the Lord without obeying 
Him. Neither will any obey the Lord 
without believing on Him. If a man 
could live as Jesus commands without 
faith in Him, it would not be accepted 
of the Lord, he would not be saved. 


FAITH AND LOVE AND GOOD 
WORKS 


The Thessalonians are described as 
having “a work of faith and labor of 
love.” That is, they worked zealously 
and hard because of their faith in God. 
They knew He was faithful, they loved 
Him, and that faith, which worked by 
love, was the impelling force in their 
faithful service for their Master. 


THE FRUITS OF FAITH 


Faith is the hand that reaches to God 
for His blessing. The repenting sinner as 
a result of his faith is justified. Cleans- 
ing from sin is by faith. The love, peace, 
joy, patience, and all the fruits of the 
Spirit are results of faith. The over- 
coming life is by faith. A fruitful min- 
istry is a result of faith. A life of prayer 
and faith will be crowned with bless- 
ings and fruitfulness in this present 
world. To lead such a life should be the 
greatest ambition of every Christian.

MYSTERIOUS HAITI 
By J. H. INGRAM 


The name “Haiti” (Hay-tee) is indig- 
enous in its origin and suggests “beau- 
tiful mountains.” After scrambling over 
the rugged, yet beautiful hillsides, one 
should agree with the appropriateness of 
the name. At times, I experienced 
greater thrills horseback riding over the 
perilous mountain trails than _ sailing 
through the clouds by plane at an alti- 
tude of 9,300 feet approaching the Is- 
land from the sea. 

For the benefit of those who may not 
be acquainted with the geography of this 
region, I might say that Haiti is one of 
the West Indian Islands situated in the 
Caribbean Sea between Cuba and Porto 
Rico. It is the second largest of the West 
Indies comprising more than twenty 
island-republics and colonies, forming an 
irregular curved line reaching from 
North to South America. The flags of 


seven nations, United States, England, 
France, Holland, Cuba, Haiti, and San- 
to Domingo, fly over this important 


connecting link between these two main- 
land sections of the New World, which 
form the backbone or “great divide” 
of “Atlantis,” the mythical continent, 
now said to be engulfed by the At- 
lantic Ocean. 

Haiti as a whole has a land area of 
29,536 square miles and supports a pop- 
ulation of 3,500,200 (last available 
census, 1933). The Island is divided be- 
tween the two Republics of Haiti and 
Santo Domingo. The former occupies the 
west end of the Island and has an area 
of 10,204 square miles with 2,300,200 
inhabitants. Spanish is the official lan- 
guage of Santo Domingo whereas French 
is spoken in Haiti, where they also have a 
native-Creole dialect, a “patois.” 

Our missionary work so far is limited 
to the French section of the Island, 
though I understand the Pentecostal 
full-gospel doctrine is spreading quite 
rapidly through the Dominican Republic 
where we also have an opening once we 
are able to answer the call. 

Haiti was discovered by Christopher 
Columbus soon after his first landing in 
America on San Salvador of the Baha- 
mas, and his body is said to be buried 
in Santo Domingo. The country has 400 
years of bloody history back of it, and 
the struggle for freedom made by these 
unfortunate “sons of Ham” is pathetic 
and should arouse our deepest sympathy. 
Though still one of the world’s most 
backward countries, it is a wonder they 
have advanced this far in their hopes of 


establishing their credit and winning a 
place of respect among the nations of the 
world. 

The early history of the country is a 
sad story of violence, injustice and un- 
restrained lusts of evil men. English, 
French and Spanish pirates played a hor- 
rible game of chess with human pawns, 
not only men’s bodies but their souls 
were at stake. The natives were not al- 
lowed the right of marriage but were 


made to multiply like animals. They 
were overworked and underfed. If the 
poor creatures got enough to eat, it 


could only be through stealing and if 
caught they were severely punished, 
some of them even being burned at the 
stake. 


These conditions brought on an up- 


rising about August 14, 1791. The 
slaves rebelled under such _ leaders as 
scholarly and courageous Toussaint 
L’Ouverture, who died an_ exile in a 


French prison and Dessalines, who was 
assassinated. Then last but not least, 
Henri Christophe, the illiterate slave 
dish-washer, rose up, declaring himself 
king (Henry I) of Haiti. 

It is a long and interesting story but 
we shall only make brief mention of 
what took place under his regime. When 
we know something of how a certain 
class of people have suffered, and are 
suffering at the hands of cruel, ruth- 
less men, it is easier to shoulder our re- 
sponsibility of giving them the gospel of 
the Lord Jesus Christ, for we know this 
is the final remedy for the ills not only 
of the Haitians but all mankind irre- 
spective of race, color or creed. 

The rebelling slaves under Henri 
Christophe defied the armies of Napo- 
leon and defeated his strong forces at 
a great cost of lives. They practically 
exterminated the white element, think- 
ing it would be better for them under 
the black ruler. They pulled down the 
French tri-color flag, ripped out the 
white section and sewed together the 
two remaining bars of red and blue to 
form their ensign. Let us hear the story 
of native rule that sounds more like a 
fairy tale, than new-world history. 

For example, Dessalines, during his 
heyday as king, kept twenty beautiful 
mistresses and threw everyone into dun- 
geons who so much as looked unpleas- 
ant. Here, too, was a dazzling white 
palace—said to be the home of the 
Haitian President. 

Christophe is said to have had twen- 
ty magnificent palaces, but he lived 
with his queen in “Sans Souci” (with- 
out care), the principal one. It is easy 
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to picture the sumptuous banquet hall 
where they dined from plates of gold. 
Then there was the throne room with its 
gilded mirrors, and imagine the Gobe- 
lin tapestries and paintings of old mas- 
ters that hung on walls of ivory and 
marble! There was the well-stocked li- 
brary, that remained untouched since 
Christophe could neither read nor write. 
The palace itself was an architectural 
gem with graceful flowing lines. Even 
today it is beautiful and amazing though 
its windows are gaping holes in walls of 
crumbling ruins with the sky for a roof. 

Then there was the citadel, the mighty 
fortress built in the sky, so to speak, atop 
a high mountain peak overlooking the 
sea. The citadel, built in connection with 
“Sans Souci,” the palace, was where his 
unbridled pride centered; nothing else 
mattered. Ten thousand soldiers were 
garrisoned here within the massive stone 
walls, the parapets of which were 
mounted with 365 heavy bronze cannon, 
awaiting a foreign enemy that never 
came. Myriads of Christophe’s black 
countrymen with their wives and chil- 
dren carried and pushed about one hun- 
dred thousand tons of rock and other 
building supplies up the mountain paths 


where they went into the construction - 


of the citadel and palace. Thousands of 
the poor creatures died from exhaustion 
or were shot by the king himself, for he 
likewise was relentless and cruelly im- 
patient. 

Though, he had defied Napoleon and 
named his chief palace ‘Sans Souci” 
(without care), it developed that his 
own cares increased along with those of 
his fellowmen, who finally revolted and 
defied him in like manner. One writer 
describes Christophe as a hypocritical 
professor, who often resorted to mock 
prayers to cover up his ruthless deeds of 
oppression as a slave master, with a 
cloak of religion. It was during one of 
these sacrilegious rites that he was 
stricken with paralysis while kneeling in 
the attitude of prayer. Lying helpless, a 
victim of the stroke, he heard the sound 
of a thousand tramping feet mingled 
with frenzied shouts as his own sub- 
jects thronged “Sans Souci” in their 
wild rage. So with one final agonizing 
effort he reached for his pistol (said to 
have been made of silver, a gift from 
an English admiral) and ended his life 
with a bullet of gold. In the center of 
the citadel parade ground a dreary 
stone tomb marks the grave where his 
queen and a few faithful retainers in- 
terred his huge body, after struggling 
with it up the mountain path from the 
palace in the deep silence of the night. 

Leaving Haiti, for the present, let us 
go to Africa where we still find people 
being held in slavery, especially in Ethi- 
opia, nearly seventy years after the white 
man’s better principles demanded free-

tribulation saints gather around the 
throne and they also descend with the 
raptured saints to take part in the thou- 
sand years’ reign. The devil at this time 
is bound and the beast and the false 
prophets are cast into the lake. See Rev. 
20:1-3. 

At the end of the thousand years’ 
reign the devil will be loosed a little 
season, “And when the thousand years 
are expired, Satan shall be loosed out of 
his prison, And shall go out to deceive 
the nations which are in the four corners 
of the earth, Gog and Magog, to gather 
them together to battle: the number of 
whom is as the sand of the sea. And they 
went up on the breadth of the earth, 
and compassed the camp of the saints 
about, and the beloved city: and fire 
came down from God out of heaven, 
and devoured them,” Rev. 20,7-9. These 
Gog and Magog forces no doubt are the 
goat nations and other disobedient spirits 
that have been cast into hell before this 
time. Now they are loosed for a little 
season. They go out to deceive the sheep 
nations that are on earth and they are 
successful in leading them in rebellion 
against Christ and those that rule over 
them during the millennium. To my 
mind this proves that the saints will be 
kept in a camp with Jesus during the 
millennium and not out on the earth 
where the sheep nations are. The thou- 
sand years are now passed according to 
these scriptures, and the white throne 
judgment described in our text is on, 
Rev. 20:11-14. The wicked dead men- 
tioned in verse 5 have been resurrected 
and they are now around the _ white 
throne for judgment. This is the last 
scene on earth just before the new heaven 
and the new earth described in Rev. 21: 
1-8. Then we will have what is known 
as the golden age. This is the time when 
God will come down and live in that 
beautiful city. Rev. 21:22-25. The last 
white throne judgment takes place just 
before we enter the golden age. The 
earth is refined by fire and the sea is 
done away with. At the beginning of 
the millennium the earth retains its 
physical shape just as it was when God 
made man, but just at the close of the 
white throne judgment the earth and the 
heavens are on fire, the sea is done away 
with and the earth is made ready for the 
descension of the great city. What we 
will have from then on is hardly known 
to man but all the glory of God will 
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come into that age. 

Peter tells us (2 Peter 3:7) about the 
refining of the earth at the close of the 
millennium. At this last judgment every 
human being that ever lived who has not 
already been resurrected will come forth 
and stand around the white throne 
judgment and be judged and those who 
are not found written in the book will 
be cast into the lake of fire.

tribulation saints gather around the 
throne and they also descend with the 
raptured saints to take part in the thou- 
sand years’ reign. The devil at this time 
is bound and the beast and the false 
prophets are cast into the lake. See Rev. 
20:1-3. 


At the end of the thousand years’ 
reign the devil will be loosed a little 
season, “And when the thousand years 
are expired, Satan shall be loosed out of 
his prison, And shall go out to deceive 
the nations which are in the four corners 
of the earth, Gog and Magog, to gather 
them together to battle: the number of 
whom is as the sand of the sea. And they 
went up on the breadth of the earth, 
and compassed the camp of the saints 
about, and the beloved city: and fire 
came down from God out of heaven, 
and devoured them,” Rev. 20,7-9. These 
Gog and Magog forces no doubt are the 
goat nations and other disobedient spirits 
that have been cast into hell before this 
time. Now they are loosed for a little 
season. They go out to deceive the sheep 
nations that are on earth and they are 
successful in leading them in rebellion 
against Christ and those that rule over 
them during the millennium. To my 
mind this proves that the saints will be 
kept in a camp with Jesus during the 
millennium and not out on the earth 
where the sheep nations are. The thou- 
sand years are now passed according to 
these scriptures, and the white throne 
judgment described in our text is on, 
Rev. 20:11-14. The wicked dead men- 
tioned in verse 5 have been resurrected 
and they are now around the _ white 
throne for judgment. This is the last 
scene on earth just before the new heaven 
and the new earth described in Rev. 21: 
1-8. Then we will have what is known 
as the golden age. This is the time when 
God will come down and live in that 
beautiful city. Rev. 21:22-25. The last 
white throne judgment takes place just 
before we enter the golden age. The 
earth is refined by fire and the sea is 
done away with. At the beginning of 
the millennium the earth retains its 
physical shape just as it was when God 
made man, but just at the close of the 
white throne judgment the earth and the 
heavens are on fire, the sea is done away 
with and the earth is made ready for the 
descension of the great city. What we 
will have from then on is hardly known 
to man but all the glory of God will 
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come into that age. 

Peter tells us (2 Peter 3:7) about the 
refining of the earth at the close of the 
millennium. At this last judgment every 
human being that ever lived who has not 
already been resurrected will come forth 
and stand around the white throne 
judgment and be judged and those who 
are not found written in the book will 
be cast into the lake of fire.

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dom for the colored slaves. Then why 
was it that so few slaves returned to 
Liberia (Africa) after gaining their 
freedom? that country which was 
bought by American interests for the 
benefit of those who wished to repatri- 
ate themselves in their native land. Why 
is it that Liberia with 40,000 square 
miles of territory only has 1,000,000 in- 
habitants today? Those of you who do 
not like living in the U. S. A. or Brit- 
ish West Indies just come over to Haiti 
for a while, or you might want to visit 
Liberia. We, as the Church of God, de- 
plore the conditions that exist in the 
world today with so much racial and 
social class distinction. This affects not 
only the dealings of white people with 
the colored races, but the different peo- 
ple dealing with their own respective 
race. The saving grace of God through 
faith in the shed blood of Jesus is the 
only remedy for this deadly social deca- 
dence, and that is just what we are try- 
ing to introduce in Haiti—salvation 
through Jesus Christ. 

We are having a real shake-down in 
our mission organization in Haiti, en- 
deavoring to set in order some things 
that were wanting, and God is blessing 
our every effort put forth for Him. 
The revival fires that have been burn- 
ing so brightly in Cuba have spread to 
this Island, and we are faced with un- 
precedented opportunity. Many  thou- 
sands of Haitians are returning from 
Cuba due to the financial depression. 
Hundreds of these have been saved and 
sanctified and some have _ received the 
Holy Ghost. Owing to their extreme 
poverty they are'very anxious to hear 
about the things of God. We are hin- 
dered for lack of workers but our mis- 
sionaries, Brother and Sister Kluzit, are 
doing a wonderful work, considering the 
amount of native help they have. 

This is only the second week in May 
and we have opened three more good 
works since the convention here in Feb- 
ruary. One of them is at Furcy, about 
twenty-three miles from Port-au-Prince. 
This place is up in the mountains about 
a mile above sea level. We have a build- 
ing site ready and plan on putting up a 
meetinghouse soon. At Bizoton we have 
a new church that has come into our 
fellowship. They have a nice stucco 
building and a good congregation with 
about fifty members enrolled. Last Sun- 
day, the pastor’s wife and one brother 
received the Holy Ghost Baptism. The 
pastor, along with others, is praying for 
the fullness of the Spirit. At Petion- 
Ville, Brother Kluzit has bought a nice 
place for a mission and living quarters 
for the overseer of the work. The build- 
ings which are of stone are being remod- 
eled and put into shape. The property is 
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enclosed by a rock wall, which adds to 
its appearance and enhances its value. 

Haiti is a land of mystery and super- 
stition! Anything of interest from here 
rates as a headliner in most cases. Some 
papers have sent special agents here to 
write up something for the press espe- 
cially about the African Voodoo wor- 
ship that is so prevalent. As night comes 
on, the hillsides begin to reverberate 
with the sound of tom-toms. At the 
meeting places men and women dance 
around smoky oil lamps, giving vent to 
their baser passions. In certain places, 
houses are set apart for devil worship 
where mysterious rites are performed. 
The word used to describe this mystical 
African rite is the one from which the 
word “Hoodoo” is derived, expressing an 
evil omen. 

This calls for prayer on our part that 
the Word of God might have free course 
in this land of darkness.
